‘Extra’ Tax

A former wholesale liquor deal- 
er Friday charged in a suit that 
State Revenue.Commissioner T. V. 
Williams “‘extorted”’ $22,898 in ex- 
tra liquor taxes from him by an 
unconstitutional executive order in 
1955 

The charge was made by 
Charles A: Schaffer of Augusta in 
a suit filed against Williams’ 
$100,000 bond in the Civil Court of 
Fulton County. 

The suit contends the payment 
was required under an order is- 
sued by Williams June 6, 1955, 
during the Griffin administration’s 
revenue-raising drive, increasing 
state warehouse liquor taxes by 
$1.25 per gallon. The increase 
was expected to bring in $4 mil- 
licn additional. 

Schaffer, who operated Augusta 
D'stributing Co., Ltd., at the time 
cf the tax increase, asked for a

Rebels Say 
Washington 
Aids Batista

HAVANA, Cuba (AP) — Fidel 
Castro’s rebels swooped out of 
their mountain hideouts and kid- 
naped 10 American and two Cana- 
dian engineers in a 2%-hour gun- 
blazing raid on the Oriente Prov- 
ince city of Moa Thursday night. 
Three men were killed. 

A rebel leader told Mrs. John 
Schissler, wife of one of the kid- 
naped men, they were taking the 
group as a reprisal. The rebel 
chieftain charged the United 
States was allowing Cuban army 
planes to refuel and load bombs at 
the U. S. naval base at Guantan- 
amo, 40 miles from Moa. 

Castro's rebels have been fight- 
ing the government of President 
Fulgencio Bastista for months and 
Castro contends the United States 
has been aiding Batista.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House stamped final congression- 
al approval Friday on legislation 
repealing a 3 per cent freight tax 
that ‘‘goes into the cost of every- 
thing we use.” 

The bill was sent to the White 
House by a vote of 365 to 9. It 
zlso extends for another year 
present tax rates on corporations, 
passenger fares, whisky, beer, 
cigarettes and automobiles. 


Without congressional action 
the rates would have dropped 
next Monday with a consequent 
loss to the Treasury of about 2% 
billion dollars a year. 


The freight tax repeal will cut 
485 million dollars. It was added 
by the Senate to the bill original- 
ly passed by the House and re- 
tained by a joint conference com- 
mittee which worked out the fi- 
nal versior. 

Chairman Wilbur D. Mills (D- 
Ark.) of the tax - writing House 
Ways and Means Committee told 
the House he still felt any tax 
cuts were “‘inadvisable. . . at this 
point.”’

WESTOVER AIR FORCE BASE, 
Mass. (AP) — A jet Stratotanker 
crashed and exploded seconds aft- 
er takeoff early Friday on a pro- 
jected speed test nonstop round 
trip to London. The 15 men aboard 
perished in the flaming wreckage. 

Two sister jets, which took off 
minutes earlier, reached London 
in record time, their passengers 
unaware of the tragedy. A fourth 
plane, poised on the runway, did 
not take off because of the mis- 
hap. 

The dead included Brig. Gen. 
Donald W. Saunders of Athens, 
N.Y., airborne commander in 
charge of the operation, and six 
newsmen assigned to cover the 
flight.

He rushed back to Atlanta to view 
the clothing but asked that the 
dentist be contacted for a posi- 
tive identification. 

The youth was reported missing 
here May 12, police said. After 
the skeleton was found Wednes- 
day, Det. J. L. Carney recalled 
that the Conyers youth was last 
se_n wearing the same type cloth- 
ing as that found at the death 
scene. 

The missing person report re- 
vealed that the Conyers resided 
approximately three blocks from 
where the skeleton was found. 

The youth was believed to have 
died from a gunshot wound in the 
head, Little said.

Members of the Georgia Bar Assn. Friday morning 
heard a talk on segregation and the law from the view- 


point of a lawyer in the Northwest as the association 


opened its second day of a three-day session in Savannah. 


The speaker was Alfred J. 
Schweppe of Seattle, Wash., a 
lawyer, teacher and speaker who 
is an authority 
on constitutional 
law and states’ 
rights. 

He told the as- 
sociation there 
was “no specta- 
cle in history 
comparable to 
that of Little Rock from Septem- 
ber of last year to May of this 
year.” He said federal troops 
“stationed in an American high 
school” enforced a federal court 
decree which “invalidated state 
and federal statutes a century 
old.” 


He discussed in detail the le- 


gal processes, and said the con- 


stitution intended for Congress 
and not the Supreme Court to 
solve the problem ‘“‘at the proper 
time.” 

He said the use of troops by 
the President to enforce desegre- 
gation decrees of district courts 
is beyond the constitutional pow- 
ers of the President. 

Schweppe asserted the “‘tempo”’ 
of integration is largely in the 
hands of the lower federal ju- 
diciary, ‘“‘to the extent it can 
gain support for its findings in 
the appropriate circuit court.”

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Ports Authority Has 
Made Its Decision 


The Georgia Ports Authority, contin- 
uing a determined drive stretching over 
many months, has voted to purchase the 
Central of Georgia Railroad's water- 
front property at Savannah at a cost of 
$3,750,000. 


Culmination of the deal depends upon 
getting the project financed. It involves 
a bond issue of about nine million dol- 
lars, including paying off more than five 
millions in bonds now outstanding. The 
latter process would cost the authority 
$200,000 in penalties. 

If the authority’s confidence that fi- 
nancing can be worked out proves justi- 
fied acquisition of the property should be 
completed within a few weeks. Events 
will determine wisdom of the transaction 
and whether property the Central orig- 
inally tried to unload at 12 million col- 
lars and for which the state offered one 
dollar is worth the purchase price. 


Still in doubt in the minds of many, 
including Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr., is 
whether the package deal of purchasing 
both the Whitehall Plantation and the 
Old Central docks was wise or necessary. 
Mr. Thrasher biocked earlier efforts to 
allocate two million dollars in taxpayers’ 
funds toward the purchase, a decision 
backed by the Legislature. 


While he still has reservations, Mr. 
Thrasher, as a member of the State Prop- 
erty Acquisition Committee, says he no 
longer can object to the purchase if the 
authority does its own financing through 
bond funds. 

The Constitution long has upheld a 
program to improve Georgia ports, in- 
cluding the one at Savannah. We must 
develop our facilities to compete with 
other ports in the Southeastern area in 
the growing volume of foreign trade. 


Our doubts about the proposed Savan- 
nah purchase came about because of the 
haste and determination to push the deal 
through and because of the differences 
of opinion about the package investment. 
There also were many rumors about the 
motives involved. We saw no need for 
haste until the atmosphere cleared. 


We hope the investment does prove 
to be a wise one. Certainly some of the 
property was needed for ports expansion. 
Whether the rest of it can be used or de- 
veloped profitably remains to be seen but 
in the long haul the entire port’s facili- 
ties are an asset and will pay good re- 
turns to the state. 

Now that the decision is made, the 
ports authority should do its utmost to 
prove its gamble justified.

Our Vanguard Project 


Proves Dismal Failure 


It has become an almost routine bit of 
news but special attention should be 
called to the latest failure.of a Vanguard 
rocket to send a satellite into space. 
Thursday it was announced the sixth at- 
tempt had ended in failure—the fifth 
such failure in the six tries. 


Once more we have to remind our- 
selves that something is wrong with the 
United States’ space program. The Soviet 
Union has launched three satellites suc- 
cessfully, each of constantly increasing 
size. The largest of the three we have 
launched compared with Russia’s small- 
est about like a basketball would com- 
pare with a blimp. 

So this latest Vanguard failure once 
more focuses attention on how far be- 
hind we are in the space race with Rus- 


sia. After more than nine months since ~- 


Moscow announced launching of the first 
Sputnik, the U.S. program appears to be 
no further along than at that time. 


Had it not been for the Army’s Jupi- 
ter, U.S. humiliation would have been 
even more complete. It is obvious the 
Navy’s Vanguard program has been a 
dismal flop. 


Surely it is time to stop throwing 
good money after bad and to bring some 
unity and concentration into our space 
and missiles program. Or shall we con- 
tinue to waste funds in costly duplications 
within the services—witness Adm. Burke 
—and our record of failures?

In joining three of his fellow mem- 
bers in barring newsmen from reporting 
the meeting Thursday, Commissioner C. 
E. Morgan had the following to say: 

“You reporters don’t go out of the 
way to accommodate us and why should 
we go out of the way to accommodate 
you?” 

Let’s get the record straight on this 
matter. The prime function of reporters at 
any such meeting is to serve the public 
by furnishing it the information to which 
it is entitled. 

Admittance to the Thursday session 
by no means could have been considered 
a special favor to newsmen but barring 
them from: attending and reporting the 
business at hand certainly should be 
considered a disfavor to the public and a 
slap in its face. A reporter’s duty is to 
accommodate the public, not politicians. 

To the credit of Commissioner Roe 
Callaway, he urged that’ reporters be al- 
lowed to attend. 

“There is nothing to hide,” he com- 
mented. 

The other four commissioners by their 
actions made no bones about the fact they 
think otherwise.

First Quarter of 1958 
Set Record in Savings 


Those concerned with the decline in 
consumer spending while consumer in- 
comes remain high can find part of the 
answer in savings accounts. 

The first quarter of 1958 showed a 
net gain of $5,200,000,000 in liquid savings 
at financial institutions—the largest quar- 


terly increase in history. It is significant 
that the previous high occurred during 
the second quarter of 1954, another low 
point in economic activity. 


Reasons for the massive increase in 
Savings are, of course, problematical. Ob- 
viously there has been a desire by con- 
sumers to improve their financial pcsi- 
tions in view of all the recession talk. 
They have been liquidating debts and 
buying less while adding to their cash 
assets. Interest return to savers, too, is 
at a very high level although reduced 
economic activity will, in time, bring 
about a reduction. i 

Increased savings have had a dramatic 
effect on home construction mortgages. 
Only a few months ago, builders were 
charging that lack of mortgage money 
had resulted in a housing slowdown as 
lenders channeled their funds into more 
profitable capital investments in indus- 
try. Todav the supply of funds for home 
building is plentiful and increasing day 
by day. 

There seems more justification now 
than in several months that the country 
will pull itself out of the recession with- 
out too drastic inflationary measures. 
There seems reason, too, for the more 
optimistic attitude in Washington end 
within the business community.

Taxpayers Will Be Served 
By Fulton Investigation 


A step that has seemed advisable for several months has finally 
been taken. Fulton Sol. Gen. Paul Webb has set up a special office 
to investigate the increasing allegations of wrongdoing in state gov- 
ernment and to prosecute any law violations uncovered. 


Fulton County Commission has 
allocated $50,000 to finance a full- 
scale inquiry into current state af- 
fairs. The commission unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution to provide 
the money in compliance with a 
recommendation that had been 
made by the county grand jury. 


As the office was set up, Sol. 
Gen. Webb appointed Paul Caden- 
head, an Atlanta lawyer, as as- 
sistant solicitor. He was placed 
in charge of the inquiry. Webb 
said he chose Cadenhead from 
several attorneys recommended 
for the job by the Atlanta Bar 
Association. 


’ 

‘ There is little doubt but that 
Mr. Cadenhead and his staff will 
have plenty of work to do. Reve- 
lations of irregularities in high- 
way building and in sales tax col- 
lecting indicate he will be kept 
busy in those departments. Too, 
there are scattered reports in- 
volving other departments of the 
state government. 

The reported wrongdoing has 
caused considerable concern 
among the citizens. State officials 
did not seem too anxious to take 


note of them at the start, but 


they became so numerous and 


were so well documented that the 
heads of the departments began 
their own investigations. But it 
doesn’t seem that too much pro- 
gress is being made. 

‘Setting up of the special office 
by the Fulton solicitor general 
should assure a thorough investi- 
gation and one that will be sweep- 
ing in its scope. There is no rea- 
son to doubt but that the interests 
of the people of Georgia will be 
well served by the move.

Crisis in Lebanon 


Grows White-Hot 


NEW YORK—Once again—this 
Lebanon—the United States is faced with a situ- 
ation where the use of military force to restore 
stability may only create instability. The use of force is

possibility today as the Lebanese civil war sharpens in intensity. 


Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold of the United Nations 
is back in New York to put the 
Lebanon request for a U.N. po- 
lice force to guard the frontiers 
before, first, the Security Coun- 
cil, then, if necessary, the Gen- 
eral Assembly. But in the mean- 
time the United Stafes Sixth Fleet 
is standing by in the Eastern 
Mediterranean with some 3,600 
Marines available and British 
paratroopers in Cyprus. were 
ready for action. 


There are two possibilities of 
intervention in Lebanon—the na- 
tional intervention of the United 
States and Britain or the inter- 
national intervention of the U.N. 
Either one will be faced with 
major politico-military difficulties 
and either one—but particularly 
the former—would have wide re- 
percussions throughout the Mid- 
dle East. 


A sound military and political 
basis for national intervention in 
Lebanon does not appear to exist. 
If the Lebanese government could 
show that the principal or only 
threat to its security was from 
beyond its frontiers and that it 
had done its best and exerted its 
fullest power to put down a re- 
bellion, a justification for U-S. 
and British intervention could be 
established. 


But the circumstances of the 
fighting show rather clearly’ that 
it will be difficult for Beirut to 
establish this justification. Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser’s 
United Arab Republic undoubt- 
edly has given both physical and 


psychological aid to the rebels, 

The Cairo and Damascus radia 
stations have, of course. dona 
their best to stir up the mob 
against the Lebanese government. 

But these efforts are of less 
significance than the actual size 
of the existing opposition within 
Lebanon and the very soft 
measures taken by the governs 
ment to cope with what is nd 
jonger a rebellion but a small, 
politely conducted civil war 

The Lebanese Army of mor@ 
than 8,000 men commanded by 
Brig. Gen. Fuad Chehab hag 
never exerted its full strength 
against the opposition. Gen. Che- 
hab has political ambitions of 
his own and a foot in either camp: 
Either the Lebanese Army id: 
politically unreliable with itd 
Christian-Moslem division, or it¢ 
leaders, for political and personal 
reasons of their own, have never 
used its full power. Probably 
both reasons explain the kid-glovd 
treatment of the rebels—but both 
provide the best argument 
against U.S. and British national 
intervention. 

If American Marines landed by 
invitation of President Chamoun, 
would the Lebanese Army fight 
with us or against us? 

National intervention would also 
inevitably lead to the same 
impossible situation in the Mids 
dle East that existed after tha 
Anglo-French attack upon Port 
Said in 1956. Nothing would be 
50 calculated to unite Arab na- 
tionalism against the West; only 
Russia could benefit.

WASHINGTON—Folks back home in Georgia 
o | who don’t want to see any more civil rights leg- 
ill islation enacted by Congréss would do well to 
guard against any actions that might be seized upon and exploited by

son, Ga., are a case in point. 

Whether a recent “expose” by 
the Washington Post and Times- 
Herald of alleged brutality to Ne- 
groes in Dawson was true, false or 
exaggerated, the NAACP forces 
promptly used it as a propaganda 
weapon for stronger federal ac- 
tion in the civil rights field. They 
even asked President Eisenhower 
to order a Justice Department in- 
vestigation of the Dawson situ- 
ation. 

Then along comes another story 
out of Georgia about Terrell Coun- 
ty school authorities stripping fur- 
nishings from a Negro school. It 
was just that much more ammu- 
nition for the Post and Times- 
Herald, which plays down racial 
incidents in the North but spreads 
them all over the front page when 
they happen in the South. 

This, second Dawson story rated 
a two-column headline and nearly 
a full column of type on page one 
of the Post and Times-Herald. 

Southerners need not expect a 
fair break from this type of jour- 
nalism that regards racial fric- 
tion of little or no importance if 
it happens in the North but of 
r ge one news value if it occurs 
in Dixie. , 

But at least Southerners should 
realize that anything they do to 
give unitiun to the civil rights 
forces be exploited immedi- 
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ately and often effectively in

In Debt, National Survey Shows 


Two-thirds of America’s Protestant ministers are in debt 
today and many of their wives must take jobs to help support 
their families, a national si -vey revealed this week. 

The survey was condicted by Dr. F. Ernest Johnson for 
the National Cruncil of Churches’ Department of Church and 
Economic Life. The full study will be released this fall by the 
council. 

Questionnaires sent to clergymen of nine major Protestant 
denominations show that the lowest paid ministers are in New 
England churches. They average $4,018 a year. The top aver- 
age—in the southwestern United States—is $4,654. 

The survey report noted that the public is under the im- 
pression that ministers’ salaries are substantially augmented 
by allowances. This, said Dr. Johnson, is not the case. 

Allowances for housing and travel may bring in an average 
of $1,468 a year, but other factors offset the allowances making 
much difference in the minister’s budget, the report said. 

Too wften the parsonage is old and too large, resulting in 
high heating bills. A minister who has to use a car but has no 
travel allowance must take as much as $1,600 a year out of his 
own pocket for its upkeep. In addition, the increasing cost of 
living, medical treatment, and school and college for ministers’ 
children cut deep into the slight increase in average salaries 
noted in the last five years, Dr. Johnson's report said.

™ Sampling and Shoplifting 


Stir Supermarket Scene 


By HARRIETTE SCHREIBER 


Grocers across the nation are giving the pushcart crew some “food for 


thought” 


—better manners while shopping for the family’s dinner. 


A survey of supermarket personnel across the nation brought out a gen- 
eral lament of problems and antics encountered in the food maemeee, é 


Sampling, spoiling, shoplift- 
ing and forgetting are the top 
problems faced in Atlanta’s 
supermarkets. 

“Perhaps the problem of 
sampling boxes of cookies and 
breaking cellophane packages 
is our fault,’’ admitted one gro- 
cer. “‘We've had so many pro- 
motions of free samples of new 
varieties of cookies that peo- 
ple have gotten used to the 
idea of trying them out.”’ 

Children, too, are guilty of 
the sampling, especially on 
such items as candies and cel- 
lophane-wrapped cakes. 

And, youngsters often jeopard- 
ize shoppers’ safety as well as 
sanity by overturning drink bot- 
tles, spilling out cups of ice or 
dropping ice cream cones while 
trailing mama up and down the 
aisles. 

In order to keep children out 
of mama’s and the grocer’s 
hair and to keep them from 
knocking over displays, several 
stores have instituted a ‘‘chil- 
dren’s corner.”’ 

“We keep picture books and 
children’s magazines in a se- 
cluded spot,”’ explained a gro- 
cer. ‘“‘We never sell any of 
these. But it keeps the children 
and the parents happy. And us, 
too.”’ 

Grocers report an enormous 
loss on spoiled or damaged 
food, especially tomatoes, avo-

And express check-out stands, 
of course, rescue the one-pack- 
age shopper from the long wait 
while the once-a-week shopper 
empties her cart. 

These problems, considered 
as just part of the business to 
most grocers, are relatively 
minor compared with reports 
from many of the large stores 
about stealing. 


“BIGGEST PROBLEM” 

“Shoplifting is our biggest 
problem,” explained one groc- 
er. “Some people will pick up 
anything from a tube of tooth- 
paste to a $7 roast and hide it 
in their handbags.” 

Shoppers also go rummaging 


,on the shelves to réach a box 


on the back row, figuring to get 
a fresher package. 

“And the ladies may be fool- 
ing themselves,” laughed one 
executive. ‘“They’ve been tipped 
off that the freshest package is 
in the back. But we have a lot 
of trouble getting some of our 
managers to put the packages 
there. So the shopper may be 
reaching to the back and getting 
the oldest box.” 

The problems come from just 
a few, really, but nearly always 
the same few, say the grocers. 

“We have one woman who 
comes in and buys two items,” 
smiled. “If the 
check-out girl puts them in one 
bag, the woman says she wants 
them in two. If she puts them 
in two bags, the woman wants 
them together.”’ 

EXTRA BAGS 


Downtown stores report bus- 
riding shoppers ask for a couple 
of extra bags to keep oranges 
from spilling out as they board 
to go home. 

But neither downtown nor 
neighborhood grocers ‘all men) 
would say that men are better 
shoppers than women. 

In fact, the men’s shopping 
habits cause a new problem. 

It seems men’s tastes run 
pretty strongly toward pickles, 
cheese spreads and other ex- 
pensive little tidbits.
